The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
JP 09 157775 A teaches a copper alloy film for electronic equipment wherein the copper alloy has 
excellent electric conductivity, with examples having greater than 50%IACS, and comprises 0.05 
to 0.4% CR, 0.03 to 0.25 Zr and 0.06 to 2.0% Zn, 5 to 50ppm O, 5 to 20ppm S, and the balance 
Cu with inevitable impurities, wherein the film has an oxide layer on the surface with a thickness 
of 100A (lOnm) or less. JP'775 does not teach or render obvious that the copper foil has a 180° 
peeling strength as instantly claimed wherein the peeling strength is a result of the composition 
as well as the production method of the outer layer of the copper foil.
